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Importance Of Proper Posture 


Practical Fitness With Wayne L. Westcott 


By WAYNE WESTCOTT 

Dr. Terry Eckmann, Pro- 
fessor of Exercise Science 
at Minot State University 
in North Dakota, is one of 
my most highly esteemed 
professional colleagues. 
She recently published an 
excellent and practical pa- 
per entitled, “The Power of 
Posture.” With her permis- 
sion, this column presents 
the major points from her 
paper, along with suggested 
applications. 

The key to proper pos- 
ture is sitting, standing, and 
walking with a neutral spine 
that maintains the natural 
curve of the lower back. 
Deviations from _ correct 
body alignment place un- 
desirable stress on our mus- 
culoskeletal system that can 
eventually result in various 
infirmities including lower 
back pain, upper back pain, 
and neck pain. This is due 
to the musculoskeletal im- 
balances that develop when 
one set of opposing muscles 
is frequently in a_ short- 
ened position and the other 
set of opposing muscles is 


frequently in a lengthened 
position. For example, sit- 
ting at a computer for long 
periods of time typically 
leads to a rounded back and 
rounded shoulder condition. 
This is because the lower 
back, upper back, and rear 
shoulder muscles are in a 
lengthened position, where- 
as the abdominal, chest and 
front shoulder muscles are 
in a shortened position. 

We should be especially 
aware of our sitting posture 
because most of us spend at 
least 8 hours a day in a chair. 
Sitting in a typical “C” pos- 
ture not only increases the 
risk of musculoskeletal 
problems, but makes it more 
difficult to breathe efficient- 
ly and for internal organs to 
functional optimally. 

Poor posture also pres- 
ents a variety of problems 
related to standing and mov- 
ing due to compromised 
balance and body mechan- 
ics. Research indicates that 
poor posture makes it chal- 
lenging to stand in place for 
more than 15 minutes, to get 
into and out of standard car 


Ba the one to save a life. 
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seats, and to stoop, crouch, 
or kneel. 

Dr. Eckmann = recom- 
mends the following guide- 
lines for desirable sitting 
posture: (1) sit tall on the 
chair; (2) imagine a rope 
attached to the top of your 
head maintaining your head 
and neck in an elevated pos- 
ture; (3) focus on elongat- 
ing your upper body and 
lengthening your spine; (4) 
keep your head centered be- 
tween your shoulders; (5) 
keep your shoulders posi- 
tioned directly above your 
hips; and (6) distribute your 
weight equally on both hips. 

For desirable standing 
posture, Dr. Eckmann of- 
fers similar advice: (1) stand 
tall; (2) hold your head high, 
visualizing a rope pulling 
your head upward if neces- 
sary; (3) focus on lengthen- 
ing your spine with an elon- 
gated trunk; (4) keep your 
head centered between your 
shoulders; (5) keep your 
shoulders positioned direct- 
ly above your hips; and (6) 
distribute your weight even- 
ly with feet about approxi- 


a 


mately hip distance apart. 


To engage the midsec-_ 


tion muscles appropriately 
when sitting or standing, 
try to pull your navel back- 
wards toward your spine. 
Dr. Eckmann suggests that 
this should feel like pulling 
up a zipper on a tight pair of 
pants. 

If you lie on your back, 
consider the following 
guidelines for assuming 
the best postural position. 
Lie with your knees bent 
and feet flat on the sur- 
face, keeping your feet and 
knees about a foot apart. 
Your head should be equal 
distance from each shoul- 
der, and your chin should 
be away from your chest. 
You should feel significant 
weight in your tailbone, 
equal weight on both shoul- 
ders, and equal weight on 
both hips. 

Practicing proper posture 
is an excellent way to look 
better, feel better and func- 
tion better. I suggest mak- 
ing a conscious effort to sit 
and stand with ideal posture 
for just 5 to 10 minutes a

day. As you become more 
accustomed to maintain- 
ing correct body alignment, 
you should be able to ex- 
tend these times without 
too much effort. In fact, 
over time, you should find 
yourself sitting, standing, 
and moving more effective- 
ly and efficiently without 
thinking about doing so. 

I would like to add some 
information that may make 
it easier to incorporate Dr. 
Eckmann’s_ posture im- 
provement recommenda- 
tions. First, I recommend 
a comprehensive program 
of resistance exercise for 
strengthening all of the ma- 
jor muscle groups, as we 
want to have balanced mus- 
cle development throughout 
our body. However, if you 
experience the typical pos- 
ture problems noted above, 
it is particularly important 
to strengthen the posterior 
muscles in the lower back 
(erector spinae), upper back 
(rhomboids and _ middle 
trapezius), rear shoulders 
(posterior deltoids), and 
neck (upper trapezius). 
Trunk extension exercises 
(low back resistance ma- 
chine or body weight back 
extensions) are effective 
for strengthening the lower 
back muscles. Rowing ex- 
ercises (seated row resis- 
tance machine, bent-over 
dumbbell row, or backward 
elastic band row) strength- 
en both the upper back 
muscles and the rear shoul- 
der muscles. The shoulder 
shrug exercise (performed

bands) actually works the 
upper trapezius muscle that 
is largely responsible for 
neck extension and upright 
head position.

The city of Quincy and 
federal regulators have 
agreed to a settlement to re- 
solve violations of the Clean 
Water Act regarding the 
city’s stormwater and sani- 
tary sewer systems, which 
would require the city to in- 
vest more than $100 million 
to remedy those issues over 
the next decade plus. 

Water sampling indicated 
untreated sanitary sewage 
discharging from numerous 
Quincy stormwater outfalls, 
including outfalls discharg- 
ing at beach areas, federal 
officials said. 

The proposed work to 
remedy those issues “will 


not create additional stress” 
to the city’s finances or its 
sewer and water ratepayers, 
according to Quincy offi- 
cials. 

The settlement -— an- 
nounced by the US Attor- 
ney’s Office in Boston and 
the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency’s New England 
office on June 9 — requires 
Quincy to implement exten- 
sive remedial measures to 
minimize the discharge of 
sewage and other pollutants 
into Quincy Bay, Dorchester 
Bay, Neponset River, Hing- 
ham Bay, Boston Harbor 
and other water bodies ‘in 
and around Quincy. The cost

Revolving Fund 
Limits Approved

City councillors recently 
approved the fiscal year 
2022 spending limits for 
the city’s seven revolving 
funds. 

Councillors approved the 
spending limits in a unani- 
mous vote on June 7. 

“It’s standard revolv- 
ing fund work we do every 
year,” said Ward 1 Coun- 
cillor David McCarthy, the 
chairperson of the council’s 
finance committee. 

Revolving fund allow the 
city to spend money from 
specific revenue streams on 
certain items without coun- 
cil approval. The council 
is required to set a limit on 
how much can be spent out 
of each revolving fund on an 
annual basis. 

Quincy has seven revolv- 
ing funds. 

Three of those funds 
fall within the purview of 
the Department of Public 
Works. In fiscal year 2022, 
the department can uSe up to 
$500,000 in fees collected 
from utility companies for 
road and sidewalk repairs. 
The department can also use 
up to $150,000 in fees col- 
lected from private develop- 
ers to inspect private drain 
infrastructure to ensure 
compliance with EPA regu- 


lations. The third account, 
which has a spending limit 
of $100,000, can be used 
for outreach and education, 
like National Public Works 
Week, and is funded by vari- 
ous fees. 

Two of the revolving 
funds fall within the pur- 
view of the Department of 
Natural Resources, both 
with a $400,000 spending 
limit. The first revolving 
fund allows the department 
to use fees generated by rec- 
reational programs to- fund 
recreational activities. The 
second allows the depart- 
ment to use fees related to 
park usage programs , for 
expenses related to park ac- 
tivities. 

The Department of Pub- 
lic Buildings has one revolv- 
ing fund, with a $400,000 
spending limit. The account 
is funded with fees received 
from net metering contract 
agreements and ¢an be used 
for energy improvements. 

The seventh revolving 
fund, with a $25,000 spend- 
ing limit, allows the Thom- 
as Crane Public Library to 
spend money received from 
late fees, fines and related 
revenues on books, digi- 
tal media and other library 
products accessible to the 
public.

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$120.29M School Budget Approved

The School Committee 
has approved the $120.29 
million Quincy Public 
Schools budget for the up- 
coming school year — an in- 
crease of $3.1 million over 
the current school year. 

The district plans to use 
the increase in funding to 
create a dozen new posi- 
tions for educators.and also 
set aside more money for 
special education. 

The committee approved 
the budget in a unanimous 
vote on June 9. The budget 
could potentially change 
with the City Council set 
to begin its budget hearings 
this week. The City Coun- 
cil sets the bottom line for 
the general fund allocation 
to the schools, while the 
School Committee deter- 
mines how those funds are 
spent. 

The bulk of the school 


department budget, $114.29 
million, would come from 
the city’s general fund, 
$3.1 million more than the 
general fund allocation to- 
wards the schools this year. 
The budget also includes $5 
million in Circuit Breaker 
funding from the state and 
$1 million from the federal 
Coronavirus Aid, Relief, 
and Economic Security Act. 
At a .prior committee 
meeting, James Mullaney, 
the school department’s di- 
rector of business affairs, 
said 20 employees are ex- 
pected to retire by the end 
of the current school year. 
Those positions would be 
filled next year by new hires 
brought on at a lower initial 
salary, saving the district 
$41,000 per position. 
Mullaney said the school 
department was left with an 
additional $2.12 million to 
allocate in the new budget 
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after accounting for addi- 
tional funding from the gen- 
eral fund, the cost savings 
created by retirements, and 
contractual raises and step 
increases. 

The district will use a 
portion of those funds to 
hire 12.5 -—n¢w__ full-time 
equivalent employees. 

Those new hires would 
include two academic class- 
room teachers to address 
class size needs; two teach- 
ers to staff the new Reach 
Program for advanced el- 
ementary students; a pair 
of new special education 
teachers; and an English 
language learning teacher 
at the Montclair Elementary 
School. 

The district also plans 
to hire 1.5 new full-time 
equivalent vocation teachers 
at the high schools; a new 
high school health teacher, 
so each high school could 
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have one health teacher and 
one health interventionist; a 
half-time art teacher; and a 
half-time music teacher. 

In addition to those 
teachers, the district also 
plans to hire two family liai- 
sons. The liaisons would be 
based at the school system’s 
central office and would 
work with families across 
the district. 

The new budget also pro- 
vides an extra $1 million for 
special education tuitions 
and sets aside $500,000 for 
a new line item for special 
education translation ser- 
vices. 

Erin Perkins, the dis- 
trict’s assistant superinten- 
dent, previously said admin- 
istrators want to be prepared 
in case more students need 
to be enrolled in out-of-dis- 
trict special education pro- 
grams next year.

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Maximize The Harvest With Proper ‘ Care 


Grow an abundant har- 
vest with some timely gar- 
den care. Arm _ yourself 
with a few basic tools, a 
bit of time and regular vis- 
its to the garden throughout 
the growing season to keep 
plants healthy and more pro- 
ductive. 

You don’t need to invest 
in every garden tool on the 
market. A shovel, trowel, 
weeding tool, gloves and 
kneeling pad are the basics. 
If your budget is tight, ask 
gardening friends and fam- 
ily if they have extras to 
spare or lend. 

Now you are ready to 
get started. Weed control is 
an ongoing task. Working in 
a few minutes of weeding 
time as your schedule al- 
lows makes this a much less 
overwhelming task. Keep 
a bucket with your favorite 
weeding tool, gloves, and 
kneeling pad by the door. 
Anytime you have a few 
minutes between other ac- 
tivities pull a few weeds. 

If tools are handy, you 
spend less time looking for 
them and more time accom- 
plishing the task. Considet 
keeping all your tools con- 
veniently stored and ready 
for the garden in a mobile 
tool storage caddy (gar- 

deners.com). It has room 
for short and long handled 
tools, a bucket for gather-

garden, fill it with another 
planting. Succession, also 
called relay planting, allows 
you to grow several differ- 
ent vegetables in the same 
space. Just make sure the 
second planting has time to 
reach maturity and produce 
before the end of the season. 
Seed packets and plant tags 
contain information on the 
number of days from plant- 
ing to harvest. Compare this 
to the number of days until 
the average first fall frost. 
Keep plants healthy with 
proper watering and fertil- 
ization. Water new plantings 
often enough to keep the top 
few inches of soil slightly 
moist. Wait until the top 
few inches of soil are crum- 
bly and moist to deeply wa- 
ter established plants. Deep 
watering, moistening the top 
six inches of soil, encourag- 
es plants to develop a more 
drought resistant root sys- 
tem. Frequent shallow wa- 
tering keeps roots near the 
soil surface where they dry 
out quickly. Insufficient wa- 
ter means fewer and smaller 


vegetables. 

Follow soil test recom- 
mendations for fertilizing 
your plants. If these are not 
available, consider using a 
fertilizer recommended for 
vegetable gardens. Apply it 
according to the label direc- 
tions. 

Providing plants with 
space to grow and keeping 
them healthy means fewer 
insect and disease problems. 
That means a bigger harvest 
for you and your family to 
enjoy all season long.

Except for broccoli and sweet potatoes, 
mix all ingredients until well-blended. 

Divided meat mixture into four using a 
knife. Then create 4 oval-shaped loaves 
and place down the center of the cookie 
sheet. 

In a bowl place sweet potatoes and broc- 
coli florets, mix olive oil, salt and pepper, 
pour over vegetables and turn until well 
blended. 

Place the sweet potato mixture on either 
side of the meat loaf. 

Bake for 1 hour or until done.

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Social Security Matters 
Ask Rusty: Will My 
UK Pension Affect My 
US Social Security?

Dear Rusty: I am 57 years old, was born in the UK, and 
since 1988 have worked in the US. I have always paid US 
taxes and Social Security. For the last 20 years, my annual 
income has typically been well north of $100K. In recent 
years I have made voluntary payments to the UK Nation- 
al Insurance system looking to claim a retirement benefit 
from the UK as well as from the US. My concern is that if 
I claim the UK benefit, this will affect my US Social Secu- 
rity claim. Any insight you can share will be appreciated. 
Signed: Worried 

Dear Worried: If you have 30 or more years of US. 
employment where you paid into Social Security via payroll 
taxes on “substantial” earnings, your U.K. pension will not 
affect your U.S. Social Security benefit when you claim it. 
Social Security’s definition of “substantial” earnings is dif- 
ferent for each year but, generally, if you worked full time 
in the U.S. and paid into Social Security via payroll taxes 
sincg 1988, the so-called Windfall Elimination Provision 
(WEP) won’t affect your US Social Security benefits. 

Here is a link to Social Security’s WEP definition which 
includes a table of “substantial” earnings needed to count 
for WEP purposes: www.ssa.gov/pubs/EN-05- 10045 .pdf. 
The document at this link also describes how WEP works 
if you have less than 30 years of substantial U.S. earnings. 
With less than 30 years of substantial earnings on which 
you paid into Social Security your U.S. benefit will be re- 
duced due to your U.K. pension. The amount of reduction 
would depend upon how many years of substantial SS-cov- 
ered earnings you have, but in no case can the reduction be 
more than 50% of your U.K. pension. 

If neéded, you can get your Earnings Statement fiom So- 
cial Security, which will show your actual taxable SS earn- 
_ings for each year to compare against the WEP substantial 
earnings chart found at the above link. The easiest way to 
get your Earnings Statement is via your “My Social Secu- 
rity” online account. If you haven’t yet set up your personal 
online account with SS, you can easily do so at this link: 
www.ssa.gov/myaccount. 

So, the bottom line is this: If you have contributed to 
U.S. Social Security from “substantial” earnings for at least 
30 years, your Social Security benefit will not be affected 
by your U.K. pension; if you have less than 30 years of 
contributions to SS, it will. As you may know, you cannot 
collect your U.S. Social Security until you are at least age 
62, but if you claim at that age your benefit amount will be 
‘ reduced by 30%. You'll reach your full retirement age at age 
67, and that is the point at which you will get 100% of what 
you’ ve earned by working in the U.S. — subject to WEP re- 
duction only if you have less than 30 years of contributions 
to Social Security.

Cont’d From Page 3 
of the remedial measures is 
expected to be in excess of 
$100 million. The city will 
also pay a civil penalty of 
$115,000. 

Chris Walker, the chief 
of staff to Mayor Thomas 
Koch, said the remedial 
measures Quincy would 
undertake as part of the pro- 
posed settlement are on par 
with what the city currently 
spends on similar infrastruc- 
ture improvements on an an- 
nual basis. 

“The Mayor felt strongly 
that the original action was a 
broad overreach that ignored 
the City’s history going back 
decades of investing tens of 
millions of dollars into wa- 
ter-quality improvements. 
This agreement, negotiated 
over the course of several 
years, clearly reflects that 
the EPA and US Attorney’s 
[Office] took his concerns 
seriously and to a great de- 
gree recognized the City’s 
past efforts and its planning 
for the years ahead,” Walker 
said in a statement. 

“The work contemplated 
in the agreement is well 
within the City’s existing 
budgetary framework for 
water-quality improve- 
ments, and will not require 
any substantive increase in 
annual expenditures. The 
agreement calls for between 


$6 and $8 million in capital 
work to be completed annu- 
ally through 2034 — a range 
already included in City’s 
Water and Sewer Enterprise 
budgets for the last several 
years. 

“This is the same pro- 
cess that many communities 
have gone through over the 
years — including Boston, 
Hull, Revere, Swampscott 
and Lawrence to name a 
few. We believe this agree- 
ment fares well against prior 
similar actions based on the 
good-faith negotiations that 
recognized the City’s record 
over the years.” 

Negotiations between the 
city and federal officials re- 
garding the scope of work to 
be done were “truly produc- 
tive,” Walker added. 

“We think the EPA 
learned a number of things 
about what’s been done here 
and what’s planned, and we 
also.took their concerns and 
ideas very seriously. The 
end result is an agreement 
that took into consideration 
those varying perspectives 
and priorities, and did so in 
a way that fits within a man- 
ageable schedule that will 
not create additional stress 
to ratepayers or City financ- 
es,” Walker said. 

“The ‘civil fine compo- 
nent was a major sticking 
point for Mayor Koch. He 


felt that based on the City’s 
history of work and the 
City’s willingness to con- 
tinue making capital invest- 
ments to reduce pollution, 
that any kind of fine would 
unfairly characterize the 
City’s track record. The 
agreed upon fine — to avoid 
a lengthy and costly court 
proceeding — was lower than 
many other communities 
that went through a similar 
process.” 

Under the proposed con- 
sent decree, Quincy will 
implement a comprehensive 
and integrated program to 
investigate, repair and re- 
habilitate its stormwater 
and sanitary sewer systems. 
The proposed settlement is 
also consistent with EPA 
directives to strengthen en- 
forcement of violations of 
comerstone environmental 
statutes in communities dis- 
proportionately impacted by 
pollution, with special focus 
on achieving remedies with 
tangible benefits for the 
community. 

“This settlement builds 
on work done over the past 
three decades to address 
pollution in Boston Harbor. 
The work required under 
the proposed settlement will 
achieve cleaner and health- 
ier water in Quincy and 
nearby areas. This will pro- 


tect people’s health, makng 
it safer to enjoy beaches or 
other recreation in or on the 
bays and rivers in the area,” 
said EPA New England Act- 
ing Regional Administrator 
Deb Szaro in a statement. 

“This settlement is a re- 
minder that municipalities 
must comply with the law 
and environmental _ stan- 
dards to prevent and address 
pollution caused by defects 
in their stormwater and sew- 
age systems,” added Acting 
United States Attorney Na- 
thaniel R. Mendell. “This 
is a matter of environmen- 
tal protection and public 
health.” 

In March 2019, the US. 
Attorney’s Office filed a civ- 
il complaint alleging that the 
city of Quincy inadequately 
controlled sewage  leak- 
ing from its sanitary sewer 
system, allowing sewage to 
mix with stormwater and be 
discharged from the munici- 
pal storm sewer system into 
nearby waterbodies, includ- 
ing at beach locations. The 
complaint also alleged that 
Quincy’s sanitary sewer 
system has overflowed on 
numerous occasions, result- 
ing in discharges of sewage. 

Raw sewage overflows 


from sanitary sewers and 
discharges of stormwater 
mixed with sewage from 


municipal storm sewer sys- 
tems introduce a variety of 
harmful pollutants, includ- 
ing disease causing organ- 
isms, and can contribute 
to illnesses and beach and 
shellfish bed closings. 

Water sampling indicated 
untreated sanitary sewage 
discharging from numerous 
Quincy stormwater outfalls, 
including outfalls discharg- 
ing at beach areas. The pro- 
posed consent decree estab- 
lishes a schedule for Quincy 
to investigate the sources of 
sewage being discharged 
from its storm drains. Quin- 
cy will first complete its 
investigations of drainage 
areas discharging to beach 
areas, including Wollaston 
Beach and the Adams Shore 
area. Quincy will prioritize 
the rest of the investigations 
according to the sensitivity 
of receiving waters and evi- 
dence of sewage. 

The proposed consent 
decree also requires Quin- 
cy to remove all identified 
sources of sewage as expe- 
ditiously as possible. In ad- 
dition, Quincy is required 
to conduct frequent and en- 
hanced monitoring (in both 
dry and wet weather) of its 
stormwater outfalls. Until 
pollutants are removed from 

its storm drain discharges, 
Quincy will be required to 


post notices to warn beach- 
goers of contaminated 
stormwater at such storm 
drain outfalls. The rem- 
edies under the proposed 
consent decree also include 
the investigation and repair 
of Quincy’s sanitary sewer 
infrastructure, and the inte- 
gration of that work with its 
stormwater investigations. 

Some portions of Quin- 
cy’s sanitary sewer system 
are over 100 years old. Nu- 
merous studies conducted 
by Quincy have identified 
significant and widespread 
defects in the sanitary sewer 
system, including cracks 
that allowed sewage to leak. 
While Quincy has made 
some repairs to the sanitary 
sewer system, the proposed 
consent decree will require 
future work to be conduct- 
ed on a fixed schedule and 
coordinated with its storm- 
water investigations. The 
proposed consent decree re- 
quires the city to conduct all 
investigations and complete 
remedial work by December 
2034. 

The proposed consent 
decree is subject to a 30- 
day public comment period 
and court approval after it 
is published in the Federal 
Register. It is available on- 
line at justice.gov/enrd/con- 
sent-decrees. 


Two Quincy Public Schools Principals Retiring 


South Middle School’s John Franceschini, Lincoln-Hancock’s Ruth Whitmer

Two principals with 
more than 60 years of ser- 
yice to the Quincy Public 
Schools between them are 
set to retire at this summer. 

John Franceschini, the 
principal at South West 
Middle School, and Ruth 
Whitmer, the principal at 
Lincoln-Hancock Commu- 
nity School, are both retir- 
ing, Supt. Kevin Mulvey 
told the School Committee 
on June 9. 

Franceschini has worked 
for the district for more than 
30 years, Mulvey said, start- 
ing as health and physical 
education teacher at the for- 
mer Sterling Middle School 
and then at Quincy High 
School, where he coached 
basketball and track. Fran- 
ceschini was also the dis- 
trict-wide department chair 
for health and physical edu- 
cation. 

Franceschini became the 
assistant principal at Ster- 
ling in 2010. He has served 
as the principal of Sterling 
and South West Middle 
School, Sterling’s replace- 
ment, since 2013. 

Mulvey said one evalua- 
tor had called Franceschini 
“an advocate for a strong 
and sensible health pro- 


“an integral part of our dis- 
trict in raising adolescents in 
today’s society.” 

“T would like to congrat- 
ulate John Franceschini for 
his many years of dedicated 
service to students and fam- 
ilies in the Quincy Public 
Schools and to wish him and 
his family well in his retire- 
ment,” the superintendent 
said. “It is well deserved.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
credited Franceschini for 
helping to ensure the con- 
struction of South West 
Middle School, which was 
built behind Sterling while 
it was still’in Use, went 
smoothly. 

“John is a good man. He 
comes from a great Quincy 
Point family. We certainly 
extend our gratitude to 
John,” Koch said. “We wish 
him all the best and many 
years of happiness in retire- 
ment.” 

Franceschini was unable 
to attend the June 9 meet- 
ing because of a death in his 
family, Mulvey said. 

Whitmer has spent the 
past 30 years working for 
the school district, the su- 
perintendent said, including 
14 years as the principal at 
Lincoln-Hancock. She had 
previously worked for 15 
years as a teacher at Lin- 


coln-Hancock and Sterling 
and then one year as the as- 
sistant principal at Lincoln- 
Hancock. 

Mulvey said his prede- 
cessor aS superintendent, 
Richard DeCristofaro, once 
wrote in an evaluation that 
“there is no principal in our 
school system who has more 
pride in each and every one 
of their students and staff” 
than Whitmer. 

“I wish you congratula- 
tions Ruth and I wish you 
and your families all the 
best as a retiree,” Mulvey 
said. 

Koch said Whitmer 
helped foster a sense of 
community at Lincoln-Han- 
cock and in the neighbor- 
hoods it serves. 

“It was like one big fam- 
ily there with the folks — the 
parents, the neighbors — and 
you set the tone for that. You 
were the leader,” the mayor 


said. 

“It is a community 
school, it is a unique school, 
a very diverse population, 
not an easy thing. There 
are a lot of challenges there 
and you more than fulfilled 
your obligation. You are an 
incredible leader. You made 
an incredible impact. You 
leave a great legacy.” 

Whitmer said the three 
superintendents she worked 
under — Mulvey, DeCristo- 
faro and Eugene Creedon 
~ taught her how to perse- 
vere, take care of details and 
to listen before speaking. 
Whitmer also thanked the 
educators she worked with 
at Lincoln-Hancock and 
Sterling for their support. 

“Mostly, however, I do 
want to thank and recognize 
the residents of South-West 
Quincy. For over 30 years, I 
have either lived or worked 
in the South-West commu- 
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nity and have known some 
families through three gen- 
erations. I have also been 
witness to many new fami- 
lies moving to the area and 
becoming part of a diverse 
community whose strength 
and unity is evident every 


day,” Whitmer said. 

“Their dedication to 
their children is commend- 
able, but more importantly 
they never lose sight of the 
community and support all 
the children — not just their 
own. They share with me 
the philosophy of children- 
first — not just my child, but 
all the children.”

O’Donnell Reminds Homeowners Of Need To File Mortgage Discharges 


The Norfolk Registry of 
Deeds even during this CO- 
VID-19 pandemic has been 
very busy recording land 
documents. 

In calendar year 2020 
there were over 179,000 
documents recorded at the 
Norfolk Registry of Deeds 
which was a 19% increase 
over the year before. A 
sizeable portion of this 
document volume were the 
45,669 mortgages recorded 


representing a 54% per- 
cent increase in calendar 
year 2020 over 2019. This 
growth has continued into 
calendar year 2021. During 
the five-month period from 
January 1, 2021 to May 
31, 2021 there were 85,046 
documents recorded at the 
Norfolk Registry of Deeds 
which is a 44% percent in- 
crease over the same time 
period in 2020. A big part 
of this document volume 
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was the 22,045 mortgages 


recorded. This represents 
a 49% percent increase in 
filed mortgages in this five- 
month period in calendar 
year 2021 over the same pe- 
riod in 2020. 

Given this huge increase 
in mortgage activity Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell advises Norfolk 
County homeowners about 
the need to file a mortgage 
discharge after their mort- 
gage has been paid off. 

“As consumers we all 


need to borrow money,” 
O’Donnell said. “There are 
many reasons why con- 
sumers borrow money- to 
purchase a house, to make 
home improvements or to 
help pay for ever increas- 
ing tuition payments of our 
children. The borrowing of 
money involving real estate 
leads to a mortgage being 


‘recorded against the title of 


that real estate. 

“When a mortgage has 
been paid off,” O’Donnell 
continued, “a mortgage dis- 
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charge document needs to 
be recorded with the Reg- 
istry of Deeds to clear a 
homeowner’s property title 
relative to that loan. This 
is particularly important in 
light of the thousands of 
homeowners who have been 
taking advantage of histori- 
cally low interest rates to 
refinance their mortgages. 
It should be noted a dis- 
charge is a document (typi- 
cally one-two pages) issued 
by the lender, usually with 
a title such as ‘Discharge of 
Mortgage’ or ‘Satisfaction 
of Mortgage’. During this 
busy period of refinancing 
your old mortgages are be- 
ing paid off. As a consumer 
you want to make sure a dis- 


charge has been recorded at 
the Registry of Deeds which 
tells the world that mortgage 
has been paid off.” 

In some instances, 
O’Donnell said, mortgage 
discharges are filed directly 
by banks or settlement clos- 
ing attorneys with the Reg- 
istry as part of a property 
sale or as a result of a refi- 
nancing transaction. 

“In other cases, he noted, 
“the mortgage discharge is 
sent to the property owner 
who then becomes _re- 
sponsible for making sure 
the document is recorded.

ers and were effective, that 
is what we want to do.” 

Mulvey said the district 
would like to continue with 
virtual field trips in the fu- 
ture as a complement to 
in-person field trips. The 
schools also had several 
guest lecturers meet with 
students remotely, and that 
could continue in the future 
as well. Remote extracur- 
ricular activities may also 
continue going forward. 

The district began 
livestreaming high school 
sports this year because of 
capacity limits at venues. 
Mulvey said that could po- 
tentially continue in the fu- 
ture and other events, like 
concerts and plays, might 
also be livestreamed. 

Other keepers Mulvey 
highlighted included online 
registration, using Google 
Classroom and Google Suite 
for teachers and students, 
and Aspen and Google 
Gradebook so parents can 
monitor their children’s 


progress. 

While the district plans 
to start next school year 
with full in-person learning, 
including a return to full- 
day kindergarten, Mulvey 
said remote learning may be 
allowed for students in spe- 
cial circumstances. Students 
who have to miss multiple 
days of school because of 
illness or quarantine could 
livestream into their classes, 
he said. 

During the current school 
year, the district has moved 
classes to fully remote in- 
stead of cancelling them 
because of snow or other 
inclement weather. Mul- 
vey said that could possibly 
continue in the future, but 
he was uncertain if the state 
would allow districts to do 
so. 

Committee member 
Douglas Gutro, who had 
asked the superintendent for 
a list of COVID-19 keepers 
at a prior meeting, thanked 
Mulvey for the presentation. 

“These are excellent — 


it is making lemonade out 
lemons, basically,” Gutro 
said. “I think we all learned 
a lot and grew a lot and real- 
ized some incredible oppor- 
tunities that were out there 
in light of what we had to go 
through.” 

Gutro asked Mulvey 
how the list of keepers was 
identified, whether it came 
from educators, parents or 
students. Mulvey said mem- 
bers of his leadership team 
and school principals came 
up with the list. 

Committee member 
Courtney Perdios asked the 
superintendent if extended 
time between high school 
classes could be kept mov- 
ing forward along with extra 
time for younger students’ 
lunch and recesses. 

“I know in my house, it 
was nice to have my kids 
have enough time to eat and 
still have a few minutes to 
go out and play instead of 
kind of shoving everything 
in and running around for 
five minutes and getting 


back to class,” she said. 

“We were able to make 
it work this year somehow 
with the schedule. I would 
love to see if there is a way 
to increase any of the time 
between — that would be 
great.” 

Mulvey said that would 
be something administrators 
could take a look at. 

Committee member Em- 
ily Lebo said she was wor- 
ried about allowing students 
to livestream from home be- 
cause it can impact students 
in the classroom. 

“It’s true teachers can 
livestream — it’s not the 
same, even for the kids in 
the room. When a teacher is 
livestreaming with someone 
over there who may be hav- 
ing a problem, these kids in 
the room are not getting the 
same education,” Lebo said. 

“I worry about putting 
that burden on teachers to 
do both because not only is 
it a burden on the teacher, it 
is a burden on the other kids 
in the classroom.”

though it may seem like we 
are all individually different 
from one another, we must 
remember that we also have 
a lot in common — most im- 
portantly, that we live to- 
gether on this pale blue dot.” 

While one can feel pow- 
erless when viewing - the 
photograph, Nelson told his 
classmates they should not 
feel that way, because no 
one is stronger than them. 

“While looking at our 
world from 4 billion miles 
away, it’s inevitable that

— I know I did upon see- 
ing Voyager’s snapshot. 
The only way to conquer 
that feeling is to come to- 
gether as a global commu- 
nity, for we all know that 
there is strength in numbers. 
But to do so, we must start 
with first recognizing the 
strengths in each individual.

NQHS Grads: ‘We Have The Power In Our Hands’

Urging her fellow gradu- 
ates not to be complacent, 
North Quincy High School’s 
valedictorian said the power 
to bring about change in the 
world is in their hands. 

The 325 members 
of North Quincy High 
School’s Class of 2021, the 
school’s 88th graduating 
class, received their diplo- 
mas the evening of June 
10 at Veterans’ Memorial 
Stadium, which was full for 
the occasion. The ceremony 
had been pushed back two 
days because of inclement 
weather. 

Class Valedictorian Tif- 
fany Huang, who will attend 
Harvard University in the 
fall, began her comments 
by noting the difficulties 
her fellow graduates went 
through while complet- 
ing their last year of high 
school amid the pandemic. 
They had limited chances 
to see each other, she said, 
they struggled learning at 
home for six hours a day, 
and events like prom were 
question marks for much of 
the year. 

Not all was bad dur- 
ing the pandemic, Huang 
continued, highlighting the 
Black Lives Matter move- 
ment. 

“There were some good 
things that the pandemic 
brought. We as a class came 
together and are living 
through one of the biggest 
social movements in his- 
tory: the Black Lives Matter 
movement. It is a new cli- 
max in our ongoing struggle 
for racial justice,” Huang 
said. 

“It should go without 
saying that, behind the color 
of our skin, the shape of our 
eyes, noses, and lips, \the 
texture of our hair, we are all 
human beings. Race is an in- 
tegral part of our individual 
identities, but it should not 
be a label for your worth. It 


shouldn’t be an indicator of 
your status in society. Race 
should not make you a tar- 
get. Race should not make 
you a Statistic. Race should 
not mean the difference be- 
tween living comfortably 
and fearing for your safety. 

“And yet, in the world 

that we currently live in, 
race does have these im- 
plications. This is a sad 
truth that ended the lives 
of George Floyd, Breonna 
Taylor, Daunte Wright, 
Dominique Williams, and 
thousands more.” 

The effects of racial in- 
justice have also been felt in 
Quincy, Huang said. 

“Not only has racial in- 
justice taken the lives of 
many Black individuals na-

tionally, it also has caused 
harm in our own backyard; 
less than a mile away, there 
was an incident where mem- 
bers of the Asian American 
community were assaulted 
at the North Quincy T sta- 
tion,” she said. “At a school 
where Asian Americans 
make up half of the student 
body, it is especially impor- 
tant that we discuss the dif- 
ference between living in 
America as a white person 
versus as a person of color, 
whether you are Black, 
Asian, or Hispanic. 

“And we are discussing 
it. We as a class are more 
socially aware and active 
than ever. We have the most 
powerful tool for spreading 
our voices in history right in

our pockets: social media.” 
Huang called social me- 
dia a “double-edged sword.” 
“The power of social 
media is clear, for better or 
.for worse,” she said. “We 
saw at the beginning of the 
pandemic how social media 
was used as a tool to spread 
Asian hate — Chinese Amer- 
icans, some of whom have 


never even visited China or 
were born in the US, were 
falsely blamed for causing 
the entire global pandem- 
ic. As a result, Asian hate 
crimes have increased by 
up to 200 percent in some 
states. However, we as a 
generation have utilized this 
powerful tool to create glob- 
al, uncensored discussion 


about topics that are ‘taboo’ 
but important to the lives of 
many.”

The Quincy High girls’ 
lacrosse team had no issue 
taking down the Whitman- 
Hanson Panthers last week. 

The Quincy Presidents 
faced Whitman-Hanson on 
the road June 10 and the of- 
fense was sharp.

NQ Boys’ Volleyball

After one set, the odds 
were not in the North Quin- 
cy High boys’ volleyball 
team’s favor. 

The Raiders dropped 
the first set of the evening 
against Greater New Bed- 
ford Voke at home June 10 
and despite that setback, 
they still came out on top. 
The Raiders went on to take 
each of the three next sets to 
win the match 3-1. The win 
put NQ at 9-6 on the season, 
extending their winning 
streak to four games. 

“One of the things we 
learned about halfway 
through the season is that 
energy is the name of the 
game,” Raiders’ head coach 
Andrew Shaw said.

cal year. The budget is still 
pending before the council’s 
finance committee, which is 
slated to hold departmental 
hearings on Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, said the ad- 
ministration would need to 
determine what adjustments 
would be required to the 
proposed budget if the bond 
fails. 

“I would say within the 
next 24 hours we would 
have a firm determination 
on that, but it could very 
well be the case that the 
only thing that changes... 
is the unfunded pension li- 
ability and the associated 
accounts that relate to this 
order,” Walker told council- 
lors shortly after Monday’s 
vote. 


“We may not cut any- 
thing from the mayor’s pro- 
posed budget.” 

Massachusetts currently 
requires communities to 
fully fund unfunded pension 
liabilities - which were ac- 
crued when municipal em- 
ployees did not contribute a 
substantial amount of their 
pay toward pensions — by 
2037. Quincy currently pays 
down its pension obligation 
through the annual budget; 
the budget for the current 
fiscal year, fiscal year 2021, 
set aside $32.18 million for 
pension benefits, up from 
$29.76 million in the previ- 
ous year. 

Monday was the second 
time the finance committee 
met to review the bond pro- 
posal. At the prior commit- 
tee meeting on May 26, sev- 
eral councillors questioned

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Quincy for Transformative Change Renews Call 
For Mayor Koch To Fund Dept. Of Social Justice 


Quincy for Transformative Change is again asking for 
Mayor Koch to fund the Department of Social Justice and 
Equity, as supported in a petition signed by 607 people. The 
full petition can be read at http://bit.ly/quincyequity and was 
delivered to the Mayor’s Office this week. 

Just over one year ago, thousands gathered in Quincy 
Center to collectively mourn the violence experienced by 
Black people in the United States and express a desire to 
create a more racially equitable community here in Quincy. 
After listening sessions with Quincy residents last summer, 
several city councillors created a proposal for the creation 
of a Department of Social Justice and Equity in November, 
which was supported by eight out of nine councilors at a 
vote in January. The proposal was for a new city department 
that would consist of a director who would “work to create 
equity and inclusion among all populations in Quincy.” 

Despite broad community support and the need for such 
a department demonstrated through the many experiences 
of bigotry and racism occurring in Quincy that were shared 
at a public hearing, Mayor Koch did not include funding for 
this department in the 2021-2022 budget, citing the cost for 
the one-person hire and a disbelief that there is an issue with 
inequity in Quincy. 

We believe an appeal to the cost of such a department 
is disingenuous when the mayor has continually pushed ex- 
pensive development projects in the city, including, most 
recently, a plan to use COVID relief money from the Ameri- 
can Rescue Plan to buy the Munroe Building. This plan to 
spend COVID relief money on more Quincy development 
was enacted by the Mayor in order to go around the City 
Council, which had indicated disapproval for the spending 
of $23 million on the purchase of this land for new munici- 
pal offices/Quincy College campus, with construction esti- 
mated at another $100 million. 

Just this week, further demonstrating our need for a 
centralized and intentional Department of Social Justice 
and Equity, our city’s school district was placed into a state 
program for schools that suspend students of color at a dis- 
proportionate rate. Quincy was also cited because its White 
students receive special needs services at a disproportion- 
ately high rate. Mayor Koch could also learn more about 
issues Of inequity in Quincy, if he was willing to watch the 
recording of-the public hearing from January. However, he 
has refused to do even this accessible self-education. 

In resistance to the creation of the Department of So- 
cial Justice and Equity, Mayor Koch announced in March 
that he would create an all-volunteer committee to inves-

tigate the city’s hiring practices and public outreach efforts 
related to diversity, equity and inclusion. However, he has 
yet to announce the formal formation or membership of this 
committee, despite stating that it would work through the 
spring and summer and supply recommendations to him in 
fall 2021. We believe such a committee will delay the much 
needed work that should have already begun. As posited by 
the legal maxim, justice delayed is justice denied. 

Also, in the news this past week was the announce- 
ment of Quincy’s settlement with the EPA over our city’s 
discharge of untreated sanitary sewage from numerous 
Quincy stormwater outfalls, including outfalls discharging 
at beach areas. In response to this settlement, the Mayor’s 
office framed the $115,000 civil penalty and required re- 
medial measures expected to be in excess of $100 million 
as already within the scope of our city’s budget. While the 
city has doubled their yearly investment in repairing sewer 
and storm drain systems in the last couple years, this was 
only done after the EPA initiated this lawsuit for violations 
of the Clean Water Act. If our city’s budget could so easily 
absorb these much-needed infrastructure investments, we 
believe the costs of a one-person hire for the creation of a 
Department of Social Justice and Equity are easily fundable. 
We should not only act on needed structural changes in our 
city when threatened with lawsuits. While the creation of 
this Department will certainly not eliminate all racism or 
injustice in Quincy, we believe it is a step in the right direc- 
tion and an action needed to demonstrate a commitment to a 
more just and equitable Quincy. 

On Monday night, the City Council’s finance committee, 
in a 5-3 vote, shortened the bond length of the Mayor’s pro- 
posal to borrow $475 million to cover Quincy’s outstanding 
pension liabilities. This recommendation from the finance 
committee still needs a two-thirds vote of approval at the 
June 21st City Council meeting to formally approve the 

bond at even this reduced length for the loan. However. 
since the previously proposed budget assumed approval of 
this bond at a 30-year rate, the Mayor’s Office is now re- 
viewing its proposed 2021-2022 budget. With the possible 
rewriting of the Fiscal Year 2022 budget, we implore Mayor 
Koch to fund the Department of Social Justice and Equity.

Pine Island Boardwalk: A Bridge Too Far 


I have lived in Quincy for more than a decade, but I 
could not have told you where Pine Island was until a few 
days ago, when I heard about a city plan to build a bridge 
there. In case you’re not familiar with it either, it’s one of the 
pieces of land that rings Blacks Creek, the estuary south of 
Wollaston Beach, where Quincy Shore Drive meets Furnace 
Brook Parkway. 

Pine Island is a small, undeveloped hill of land that sits 
across the creek from the boat ramp by Pageant Field on one 
side and Caddy Park on another. Surrounded by salt marsh, 
Pine Island is accessible by foot only at low tide, and the 
city wants to build a 4,500-square-foot raised boardwalk to 
the island from the boat ramp so that more people can visit 
and enjoy it. 

That sounds nice on the one hand. Who doesn’t love a 
boardwalk? The problem is, Quincy has precious few un- 
touched pieces of land, and many environmentalists say the 
best thing to do is to leave nature to its own devices. For 
example, a 2018 paper in the journal Proceedings of the 
Royal Society B looked at 400 studies worldwide and found 
that ecosystems that had been disturbed significantly “rarely 
recover completely.” The authors write, “This result rein 
forces conservation of intact ecosystems as a key strategy 
for protecting biodiversity.” 

Worrisomely, members of the volunteer group Quincy 
Making Waves walked out to Pine Island at low tide recent- 
ly and found red ribbons tied around several mature trees 
there, suggesting they are slated for removal for the project. 
Plans also call for 36,000 square feet of land to be altered 
during construction of the boardwalk, which will rest on 
more than five dozen pilings driven into the wetlands below 
it. 

The fact that Quincy wants to pursue the project is sur 
prising, since the city used environmental concerns over in 
stalling new supporting piers to try to prevent Boston from 
rebuilding the bridge from Squantum to Long Island 

In its fight against the Long Island Bridge, Quincy also 


supported Native American tribes in their attempt to require 
an environmental review of Long Island, which might have 
been the site of Indigenous burial grounds from a Colonial- 
era concentration camp. 

Pine Island itself likely harbors undiscovered Indigenous 
history. In 1999, construction of the playground in nearby 
Caddy Park uncovered 256 artefacts dating back 3,500 
years. What treasures might be paved over at the end of the 
proposed boardwalk on Pine Island? Or removed by all the 
additional visitors to the island if the boardwalk is built? 

I love walking around Blacks Creek in Quincy. But there 
are plenty of places to walk already — and I hope we leave 
Pine Island alone. Let’s use the money for this project in- 
stead to take care of our existing environmental treasures in 
the area: the trees and marshes that keep greenhouse gases 
out of the atmosphere and help prevent flooding. Or we 
could use it to clean up our messes in the area. The EPA 
recently forced the city to spend $100 million to stop pol 
lutants from leaked sewage from flowing into waterw ays 
and washing up on Wollaston Beach and Adams Shore. Or 
we could spend the money on a combination of beautifica 
tion and cleaning by installing “green infrastructure” when 
we do road and sidewalk work. Instead of sending storm 
water runoff, which picks up pollutants, trash, and bacte 
ria as it flows over buildings and roads, down storm drains 
and straight into open water, we could first filter it through 
Strategically planted rain gardens. This would improve the 
water quality in Blacks Creek and at our beaches, reduce 
flooding, and beautify our city 

There are many things we could and should do to pro 
tect Blacks Creek and ensure its survival for generations to 
come. Building a bridge to Pine Island is not one of them 
| hope the city scraps this plan and invites residents to help 
shape any similar proposals from the get-go in the future 
especially ones like this that are expressly designed for ot 
enjoyment

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GPS Mounts, Brake Pads, Airbag Lights, Electric Trucks : 
Ask John Paul: AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


I have a 2013 Kia Sportage and I received a note from 
my dealer to perform an update to the engine knock sen- 
sor. The car runs great. Should I have this update per- 
formed? 

There are some Kia and Hyundai engines that have se- 
rious engine bearing failure. This update detects a bearing 

knocking sound and turns on a check engine light to prevent 
further damage and possible breakdown. I would certainly 
have the update performed. In addition to detecting the pos- 
sible engine failure, a portion of the engine warranty is ex- 
tended to 150,000 miles. 

This isn’t a car question but more of a driving ques- 
tion. I have a traditional style GPS with a 12-volt power 
cord. Where is the safest place to mount the GPS on the 
windshield? I do have a map app on my phone, but I like 
my Garmin better. 

[t is a bit of a personal choice and to some extent depends 
on the car. I prefer to mount my GPS in the center of the 
windshield as low as possible out of my normal line of sight. 
Some drivers will put the GPS to the far left of the wind- 
shield. I find this position adds to a blind spot caused by 
the windshield pillar and the side view mirror. The far left 
position can also present problems with routing the power 
cord. Be aware in some parts of the country driving with 
anything attached to your windshield and blocks your view 
is considered a traffic violation. 

My Ford Explorer with adaptive cruise control is act- 
ing very odd. After driving for a while, sometimes in as 
little as 20 minutes, sometimes over an hour, I get a mes- 
sage that the adaptive cruise control has failed — and it 
has. The next time I start the car it works again, until it 
fails. If I switch to regular cruise control after the failure, 
that always works. My Ford dealer drove the car and 
says it’s fine; of course, they didn’t drive it far! What’s 
up? I had to change jobs due to COVID and now have a 
2-hour drive to work and really appreciate the adaptive 
feature of my cruise control. 

Since the cruise control works in conventional mode, 
that helps eliminate several items that are working. Ford 
has a very specific procedure for testing the adaptive cruise 
control function. This includes inspecting the cruise control 
module for dirt, proper alignment and diagnostic trouble 
codes. Now if the issue is the cruise control doesn’t func- 
tion in rain or snow, this is typical of most advanced cruise 
control systems. The most common repair that I have found 
is replacing the cruise control module. 

I have a 2013 Hyundai Santa Fe and my mechanic is 
suggesting I replace the transmission fluid, brake fluid 
and power steering fluid. I’ve been warned that dirty 
transmission fluid can cause excessive wear and possibly 
failure of the transmission. The brake fluid is contami- 
nated with copper and moisture and can cause multiple 
brake and ABS component failures. The dirty power 
steering fluid can cause failure of hoses, seals and other 
components. It all sounds very dire, and I’m wondering 
what your thoughts are and if I need to get this work 
done. It can be very expensive. 

Certainly, replacing dirty fluids always makes sense. 
The question is how dirty is dirty and contaminated. New 
fluid can look dirty in as little as 30 days. Power steering 
and brake fluid according to Hyundai have no specific re- 
placement interval and just require inspection every 30,000 
miles. Certainly, as power steering fluid ages it will become 
discolored but the color on its own it not enough reason to 
replace it. Brake fluid many times will get replaced as brake 
work is being performed. The transmission fluid has a spe- 
cific recommendation of replacement at 105,000 miles. At 
this point I would just get a second opinion and look at your 
car’s records and see if some of this work has already been 
performed. 

I’m curious — do you think all of these advanced safe- 
ty features that we see in some newer cars will reduce 
“tailgating” and the increase driver distraction because 
drivers are not paying enough attention? I believe if ev- 
eryone drove a stick shift car, we would have less testing 
and car crashes, because drivers would pay more atten- 
tion. 

There afe many features that can help with crashes. 
Smart cruise control can prevent tailgating since the follow- 
ing driver sets a predetermined distance between their car 
and vehicles in front of them. Automatic emergency brak- 
ing can help slow or stop a vehicle following vehicle when 
the driver is not paying attention. Stability control can also 
help with vehicle control that may prevent rollovers. All of 
these systems are designed to work with a fully engaged 
driver, not replace them. Although I do like your idea of all 
stick-shift vehicles, but I fear that people would still be on 


their phones. 

I drive a 2014 Infiniti Q60S coupe, with 90,000 miles, 
runs great and fully paid for. My 5-year-old grandson 
climbed over the back of the passenger seat and the back 
snapped so it is now in a fully reclined position and will 
not stay up, making it essentially a one-person car. The 
cost to replace the seat with a new one is about $5,000 
according to an Infiniti dealer. If I buy one used on 
eBay or at a junk yard, it is much less, but the air bag 
would need to be reset in order for the dash light indica- 
tor to stop flashing to pass the state vehicle inspection 
and I have been told it is illegal to reset the light unless 
you are the dealer. Where should I look for a person to 
repair it? It’s an interior problem so I don’t think an 
autobody shop would be interested. What type of service 
shop should I be looking for? I’m at a loss to know how 
to get it fixed. 

The airbag light is on because there is a fault in the airbag 
system. In theory when you replace the seat, the airbag fault 
should be corrected, and the light will go out. A mechanical 
or autobody shop should be able to do the repair. In fact, 
body shops replace broken seats after collisions on a regular 
basis. Regarding resetting the light after the faulty codes are 
repaired, there is no law that only the dealer can perform the 
repair. Now of course a repair shop can’t disconnect an air- 
bag or any safety system, that is illegal. If you search online, 
you will find many videos on how to clear a airbag light 
with Nissan and Infiniti products without any special tools. 

I look forward to your weekly column and want to 
ask you this. My 2018 Toyota Corolla with only 16,000 
miles on it was serviced two months ago. Recently on 
each start up, I get the message on my dash “mainte- 
nance required soon.” What do you do to clear the mes- 
sage since I know all the fluids. were checked during the 
service? 

The repair shop when they performed the service should 
have reset the maintenance minder as part of the service pro- 
cedure. This reset is easy and also doesn’t require any tools. 
Turn the ignition switch to ON, press the ODO/TRIP switch 
knob until the TRIP A appears, turn the ignition switch off, 
turn the ignition switch to ON; while pressing and holding 
the ODO/TRIP switch knob. Hold the ODO/TRIP switch 
knob until the following conditions are met and 5 seconds 
have elapsed. Once completed TRIP A shows “000000” and 
the multi-information display shows that the reset is com- 
plete. 

I would like your opinion on brake pads. This is on 
a 2016 Toyota Highlander. Would you use Toyota pads 

or other brands? If the brake rotors look good, would 
you skip this and replace them while the pads are being 
replaced? The car has 61,000 miles on it. 

You can never go wrong using factory parts, but there 
are quality aftermarket parts as well. If you were going with 
aftermarket Wagner Ceramic are quite good as are NAPA 
Ultra/Premium brake pads. Regarding brake rotors, if you 
are performing the work yourself and plan on keeping the 
vehicle save some time and replace the brakes and rotors to- 
gether, it will only add about 10 minutes additional work per 
side to replace the brake rotors. Once completed hopefully 
you won’t need to worry about your vehicle brakes again 
for another 60,000 miles. If you are using a repair shop, let 
them make the determination on the condition of the rotors. 

I need a truck and like the idea of an electric truck 
but I’m not ready to buy a Tesla (if they ever make it) 
or a GMC Hummer. What do you think of the hybrid 
Ford F-150? This would be my only vehicle and I’m a 
semi-retired carpenter and still do some home repairs 
for former customers. 

I recently drove the Ford F-150 Power-boost full hybrid 
and the first thing I noticed was this hybrid truck drove ab- 
solutely seamlessly. Without looking at the display it was 
very hard to tell when the truck was in hybrid or full electric

mode. Performance was outstanding as was the fuel range- 
nearly 700 miles. The four-door CrewCab that I drove was 
the Platinum edition and had an interior as nice as any 
luxury vehicle. In addition, our tester had an on-board 7.2- 
kW generator that offers four 120-volt, 20-amp outlets and 
one twist-lock 240-volt-30-amp outlet, that should run just 
about any power tool. The tailgate is designed as a work 
surface and like many Ford trucks has pull out step for easy 
climbing onto the bed-a feature I have grown to appreciate 
as I get older. 

I was told that I need to reseal my 2013 Volvo C-30’s 
windshield. You can actually lift it slightly in the upper 
corners of the glass. I have since learned that there was 
a sealant problem with Volvos back then. There is no 
leaking or evidence of dampness, mold, mildew or rust; 
and I don’t want to take the chance that the windshield 
could break when being resealed, which I was told could 
happen by the dealer at a cost of $1,000 to replace the 
windshield. Do I take the path, if it ain’t broke, don’t fix 
it? If it is a matter of safety, I do want to take care of this 
but at the most cost-effective way possible. 

It is always possible for a windshield to break, but usu- 
ally it only happens when there already is a crack. The idea 
that you can move the seal concerns me because the wind- 
shield is actually part of the overall safety structure of the 
vehicle. The windshield adds to the rigidity of the body both 
in normal driving and during a crash. If it were my car, I 
would get it resealed. 

I have been buying many brand-new cars since the 
1960s and have always cared for them totally and saved 
all the information about the car including the window 
sticker and passed it on to the new owner when I sold 
the car. Recently I bought a slightly used, one owner, 
2017 Buick Regal in excellent shape with very low miles 
from a dealer. I would like very much to get a copy of 
the original window sticker that came with the car when 
it was new. I want to know the dealer that the car was 
purchased from as well as all the options. I’ve tried ask- 
ing my local dealers but with no luck. Can you help with 
some info? 

Carfax report should have the history of the car from day 
one. This should give you information on the selling dealer 
and where the car was serviced and any possible body dam- 
age. I also found companies online that duplicate window 
stickers. I have never used them but here is one I found on- 
line www.monroneylabels.com/ 

I have a question. Is it possible for a tire to come off, 
if it had been properly tightened to begin with? A little 
background: I had my 2007 Jeep Liberty serviced on 
May 20, 2020, during which time it had a tire rotation, 
oil change and a state inspection. On June 11, 2020, my 
back tire came off and hit four other cars (luckily no one 
was hurt). The business that did the tire rotation is stat- 
ing that the tire was properly tightened. So, it is possible 
for a tire to come off 500 or 1,000 miles after a tire rota- 
tion. The lugs and nuts were all intact (only three nuts

O’Donnell said if you 
are looking to check your 
title and make sure all your 
mortgages have been prop- 
erly discharged, Norfolk 
County homeowners can 
access the Registry’s online 
records at www.norfolk- 
deeds.org. 

“By going to the Online 
Research section of our 
website, you can verify that 
all mortgages associated 
with the property have been 
discharged. Please remem- 
ber not having a mortgage 
discharged will result in a ti- 
tle issue and thereby impact 
the process of selling one’s 
home,” O’Donnell said.

“Unfortunately, some of 
the lending institutions that 
provided funds for these 
mortgages are no longer in 
existence.

When recording a mort- 
gage discharge, the original 
document is required. The 
Registry of Deeds by law 
cannot accept photo copies 
or faxed copies of docu- 
ments. The filing fee, set by 
state statute, is $106. 

“After paying off all the 
mortgages on their property, 
homeowners want to know 
they have clear title to their 
property, especially if they 
are contemplating selling,” 
O’Donnell said. “Knowing 
what steps need to be taken 
to ensure all paid off mort- 
gages have been properly 
discharged will go a long 
way in giving the home- 
Owner assurances that they 
have clear title to their prop- 
erty. I cannot emphasize 
enough how important it is

I’m in diré need of some professional advice. 

Generally, theré are two reasons a wheel can fall off. The 
lugs“nuts were not tight or they were overtightened causing 
the lugs/studs to fracture. One reason that the lugs could 
have seethed' tight is if the hub the wheel mounts on was 


rusted and’ the-wheel was niéver fully seated oi'the ‘hub. Tf.’’ 


the wheél was in good’condition, the hub was clean and the 
and lugs torqued corréctly, there is no reason to think the 
wheel could have just come off. So, this leaves two possi’ 
bilities-the wheel wasn’t installed properly, or the other less 
probable cause is someone loosened and tried to steal your 
tire: If you usé 4 -vafiation of Occams’s Razor-then the obvi- 
ous answer is usualfy the correct answer. Using that logic 
21 days later, the tire came off because it wasn’t tightened 
properly. 

After an engine replacement on my 2012 Toyota Cam- 
ry, which was necessary after the head gasket failed, 
there is a noise. The noise, sort of a whirring sound after 
I start the engine and happens as the ear is shifting up to 
high gear. Any ideas what this could be? 

There are a couple of possibilities, one of the accessory 
drive belts could be out of alignment causing the noise. The 
second possibility is the engine uses a balance shaft to coun- 
teract engine vibration. The chains and gears can produce 
some noise. At this point I would return to the repair facility 
that performed the repair and ask them to evaluate the noise. 
Depending on how long ago the repair was performed, the 
repair may be covered under warranty. 

When I first started driving in 1970 my 1964 Chev- 
rolet Malibu had a two-speed automatic transmission, 
then it was three and then four and now my GMC truck 
has a 10-speed transmission. Why do we need so much 
complexity? 

The more gears in a transmission typically translate in 
gear ratios that better match the horsepower and torque of 
the engine. Your two-speed automatic (most likely a GM 
Powerglide) had to be a compromise with both the gear 
it started moving the car from a stop (low gear) and with 
the gear at higher speeds. As more gears are added, perfor- 
mance and fuel economy improve. More gears will usually 
translate into an engine that cruises at lower RPM and deliv- 
ers a quieter driving experience, 

I own a 2006 Nissan 300Z convertible with 150,000 
miles on it. The car was running fine but when my wife 
bought a new car just before the pandemic started and 
we took the Nissan off the road. I’m not sure if it’s a good 
or bad thing but there was no gas left in the car and we 
took the battery out and put it on a trickle charger. The 
car has been sitting outside this entire time and we were 
thinking about putting it back on the road. I’m pretty 
sure it needs all new brakes and tires. What do you think 
about getting this car ready to put it back on the road? 

At this point I would have the car towed to you repair 
shop and let them know the car has been off the road for 
18 months. The brakes could be rusted frozen and possibly

make the car unsafe to drive. Leaving the gas tank empty 
was a bit of a gamble, sometimes what little moisture that 
is in the tank and fuel lines can cause rust which can be a 
problem. Considering the caf’ts 15 years old it could need 
normal/routine maintenancé’ pétformed and that could in- 
clude, cooling system service, belts and hoses replaced, 
sparkplugs and filter changes and the brakes and tires you 
are already expecting to replace! In addition, there could be 
damage ‘from rédents or other Critters. 

It seems as if every time I bring my Jeep Grand Cher- 
okee in for service (7,500 miles) the shop tells me that it 
needs a cabin filter. I like'to“d6‘what’s necessary for car 
maintenance but every oil ¢hai e having to replace this 
filter seems excessive. I don’t Know anything about cars 


: but I do know my house furnace doesn’t have a filter. 


Why do I need one in my car? Will it cause any prob- 
lems if I have the shop remove it and do not replace it? 

I would not remove the pollen/dust filter; I would just re- 
place it when it gets dirty. I would ask the service facility to 
see the condition of the filters, just to make sure they are in 
fact dirty. Typically, cabin filters last 15,000 miles or more. 
As an example, with my car I check the filter once or twice 
a year and replace it when it is dirty. In the 10 years I have 
owned one of my cars I replaced the cabin filter every three 
years or so. By the way depending on your furnace type it 
may have an air filter. 

My Scion xB drivers’ side windshield wiper makes 
a loud noise when doing its job. When it reaches the 
top part of the windshield it chatters when it starts the 
return. I have changed the blade twice using a more 
expensive blade each time. This has been going on for 
about six months and no one seems to know how to cor- 
rect the problem. The passenger side works fine. I did 
use RainX on the windshield and that helped a little. Any 
ideas? 

More than likely the wiper arm is not sitting on the cor- 
rect.angle to the windshield. Over time the windshield wiper 
arms will sometimes change shape just enough to cause the 
wiper blades to chatter. This can happen over the winter 
with snow and ice buildup on the wiper arms or the tension 
spring can become weak if you move your wipers off the 
windshield in the winter. A slight adjustment to the arms to 
ensure the blade edge is perpendicular to the windshield is 
usually all it will take to quiet the wiper down. 

I bought a certified used car and after a few weeks I 
heard a noise when I first started the car. The noise may 
have been there from the beginning but I’m not sure. I 
brought car back to dealer and after having it for four 
hours they told me the engine is operating normally. 
They did say if I think it is getting louder bring the car 
back. They also told me I should not worry since the car 
is covered by a 60,000-mile warranty. 

I drive many new vehicles and it is surprising how many 
engines make a slight noise on. startup and it is perfectly 
normal and does not affect the life/performance of the en- 
gine, At this point I would take the dealer’s advice and just 
monitor the noise. If the noise gets louder, return to the deal-

AAA: Gas Prices Up Two 
Cents From Last Week; 
91 Cents Higher Than Year Ago 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is up two cents 
from last week ($2.93), av- 
eraging $2.95 per gallon, ac- 
cording to AAA. 

Monday’s price is five 
cents higher than a month 
ago ($2.90), and 91 cents 
higher than June 14, 2020 
($2.04). | Massachusetts’s 
average gas price is 13 cents 
lower than the national av- 
erage. 

“Motorists are paying, on 
average, 37 percent more to 
fill up than the start of the 
year,” said Mary Maguire, 
director of Public and Gov- 
ernment Affairs for AAA 
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Northeast. “Prices for the 
rest of the month are likely 
to push more expensive, but 
if crude production increas- 
es, as forecasted, there is the 
possibility of seeing some 
relief at the pump later this 
summer.”

Hand-Painted Urn --- Ce- 
ramic artists mentioned in auc- 
tion descriptions or reports are 
almost always the ones who 
shape the piece, a dinnerware 
designer or an artist who cre- 
ates unique pieces by model- 
ing clay or developing unique 
glazes. But that wasn’t always 
true. In the 1700s and 1800s, 
there were artists who deco- 
rated porcelains with paintings 
of gardens, flowers, portraits, 
religious scenes or buildings. 
Another artist made the or- 
molu mounting to complement 
the painted picture. 

In the early 1900s, housewives 
began painting ceramics. 
Amateurs and artists bought 
marked plain white porcelain 
from Germany, Japan, England 
and other countries, and then 
decorated them in American 
styles. Magazines featured in- 
structions and designs for this 
hobby. Special paints could re- 
main permanently on a glazed 
vase or dinner plate even when 
washed. Unfortunately, the 
paint will not always survive 
the heat of a modern dishwash- 
er, and the art can disappear. 
One of the most famous profes- 
sional decorators, John Ben- 
nett, was born in Staffordshire, 
England, in 1840 and worked 
at Doulton & Co. in the 1870s. 
He moved to New York about 
1876 and started his own ce- 
ramic business. In 1882, he 
retired, moved to New Jersey 
and decorated pottery that he 
stamped “W. Orange-N. J.” 
Bennett died in 1907. 

His ceramic paintings were 
asymmetrical designs of color- 
ful flowers and nature. He was 
influenced by the aesthetic, 
and arts and crafts movements. 
His work is expensive today. 
This very large covered urn, 
16 1/2 inches high, is signed 
“Bennett.” It pictures clusters 
of pink and white hydrangea 
blossoms and green leaves on 
a black background. Rago Arts

Humans crave news and entertain- 
ment, and there's no better place to get 
it than your local newspaper. Along- 
side stories of this and that, you get 
recipes and notices of sales, puzzles 
and games, and of course, the comics 
section, Comic strips have fascinated 
us since the earliest days of The Yel- 
low Kid, a simple gag panel featuring 
t bald boy ina yellow nightdress. Who 
Knew? But these artful characters and 
situations draw us in, and delight and 
connect us. Here are six comic strips 
that jumped off the funny pages to the 
big screen! 

Garfield — America’s favorite lasa- 
gna-loving cat enjoys napping and 
eating while tolerating dim-witted 
but sweet Odie. In the 2004 movie 
version, Jon is talked into adopting 
a dog (Odie) who the local weather 
anchor plots to steal, forcing Garfield 
(voiced by Bill Murray) to reluctantly 
save him. Garfield is CGI, but the rest 
of the gang is live action, including 
Breckin Meyer as Jon and Stephen 
Tobolowsky as the villainous Happy 
Chapman. My children love this mov- 
ie and I have seen it 4,000 times. 

Dick Tracy — Warren Beatty’s 
hard-boiled detective movie featured 
iconic art direction and faithfulness 
to the characters and tone of the strip, 
but it didn’t wow audiences at the time 
— even with Madonna as Breathless 
Mahoney, the songstress dame who 
may be a witness against crime boss 
Big Boy (A! Pacino off his rocker), 
but who expends a lot of energy trying 
to tempt Tracy away from Tess, his 
girlfriend. 

Dennis the Menace — In the 1993 
film version, George Wilson (Wal- 
ter Matthau) and wife Martha (Joan 
Plowright) are next-door neighbors 
who end up as a pinch-hitter babysit- 
ters for Dennis -~ an angelic-looking 
but trouble-attracting child — when 


his parents must go out of town. When 
Dennis gets taken hostage by a town 
robber, cranky old George must play 
the hero. 


Flash Gordon — An absolute icon 
of camp, this adventure features a 
football star (Flash, played by Sam 
Jones) and a travel agent (Dale, 
played by Melody Anderson) who 
escape dodgy Earth conditions and 
accompany a scientist (Dr. Zarkov, 
played by Topol) in a spaceship to 
the planet Mongo. There they battle 
the evil Ming the Merciless (Max Von 
Sydow) for the future of Earth itself. 


Robin Williams, Shelley Duvall 
in “Popeye” 


Popeye — Robin Williams pipes 
life and heart into the punch-packing, 
spinach-eating sailor man, Popeye, 
as he visits the waterfront town of 
Sweetwater looking for his dad. There 
he encounters loveable folk, includ- 
ing soon-to-be-sweetheart Olive 
Oy! (magnificently played by Shel- 
ley Duvall) and an orphaned baby, 
Swee’Pea. 

Annie — The comic strip that 
became a Broadway musical that 
became a movie (more than once), all 
down to a little girl who goes full rags 
to riches when she’s plucked from an 
orphanage (headed by Carol Burnett's 
Mrs. Hannigan) to spend a week with 
Daddy Warbucks (Albert Finney) in 
the midst of the Great Depression.

One of the keys to good card play 
is the step-by-step process by which 
declarer gradually learns how the 
adverse cards are distributed and then 
proceeds to take full advantage of this 
knowledge. 

Consider this deal played by Bob 
Hamman, one of the world’s top play- 
ers, ina match some years ago between 
Australia and the United States. 

West led a club, won by East with 
the jack, and East cashed the king of 
spades before continuing with the ace 
of clubs. Hamman ruffed and played 


the queen of spades, taken by ‘East 
with the ace. 

East led a third round of clubs, 
ruffed by South, leaving Hamman in 
a position where he had already lost 
three tricks and West — although 
Hamman did not yet know it — held 
four trumps to his three. 

Had Hamman decided to draw the 
opposing trumps at this stage, hop- 
ing to take the rest of the tricks on 
the assumption that the trumps were 
divided 3-2, he would have failed in 
his mission. Instead, he cashed the 
K-A of diamonds in that order, bring- 
ing forth West’s Q-J. 

Hamman now had solid grounds 
for suspecting that the trumps were 
divided 4-1. West had shown up with 
just two diamonds, at most four clubs 
(he had led the deuce at trick one) and 
probably had three spades, judging 
from the earlier spade plays. 

So Hamman played dummy’s spade 
jack at trick eight and discarded a dia- 
mond, finding the suit divided 3-3, as 
he had expected, 

He then cashed the ace of trump and 
proceeded to make the last four tricks 
on a crossruff, trumping dummy's 10-9 
of spades with the K-Q of trump, and 
his 10-6 of diamonds with the J-10 of 
trump. In the process, West's apparent- 
ly certain trump trick — which would 
have come into its own had Hamman 
drawn any more than one round of 
trump —- simply disappeared.

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Dust Mite 
Allergy Triggers 


Cough 


DEAR DR. ROACH: For 
months, I have had a persis- 
tent copgh that I have been 
unable to get help with. I saw 
an allergist about three years 
ago and was told I am allergic 
to ‘dust mites. I was first re- 
ferred to a lung doctor where 
X-rays showed that my cheek 
sinus drains were completely 
blocked, and then to an ear, 
nose and throat doctor, who 
also confirmed this diagnosis. 

This ENT doctor recom- 
mended I have surgery to un- 
block the drains and clear out 
the sinus area. I understand 
that sinus drainage can cause 
coughing and wonder if this 
would still make me cough. I 
sometimes cough until I can 
cough up something, and this 
seems to stop my cough for 
a while. I was using a nasal 
rinse for a while until about 
two weeks ago when it caused 
my nose to bleed. The ENT 
doctor prescribed antibiot- 
ics and oral steroids that did 
not make any difference. It 
doesn’t seem to make any dif- 
ference whether I’m home or 
sitting in the doctor’s office, 
I’m still coughing. What is 
the best way to deal with dust 
mite allergy? --J.S. 

ANSWER: There are many 
causes of chronic cough, but 
postnasal drip is at the top 
of the list. Dust mites are in- 
deed a common allergen, and 
symptoms may include runny 
nose, watery eyes, sneezing 
and cough from postnasal drip. 
Specific treatment for dust 
mites should include physical 
barriers, such as covers for pil- 
lows and mattresses, and some- 
times for other soft surfaces, 
like furniture cushions, but this 
is only part of an effective strat- 
egy. Removing as many fabrics 
as possible (draperies, carpets, 
stuffed children’s toys) where 
dust mites can live is essential. 


Regular cleaning is neces- 
sary, and high efficiency par- 
ticulate air (HEPA) filters for 
vacuuming have been shown 
to reduce dust mites. A‘ low- 
humidity environment can be 
very effective in discourag- 
ing dust mites, and cooler air 
-- especially at night -- can 
reduce irritation of nasal pas- 
sages caused by dry air. Many 
interventions for a prolonged 
period are necessary to reduce 


dust mite infestation and the 


symptoms associated with 
them. | 

This is critical, because the 
issue of the sinuses is prob- 
ably secondary to ongoing al- 
lergic exposure. Fixing your 
sinuses will not fix your ongo- 
ing symptoms. Without con- 
trol of the allergens, you will 
continue to have symptoms 
and may even develop sinus 
blockages again, no matter 
how good a.job the surgeon 
does on your sinuses.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I 
am 90 years old. My hus- 
band and I donated blood 
as often as needed, over 100 
times, but last week my doc- 
tor said I tested positive for 
syphilis. I about fell off my 
chair. I haven’t slept for four 
nights. Have you ever heard 
of this? -- E. 

ANSWER: The screen- 
ing test for syphilis, called 
the VDRL or RPR test, is not 
particularly accurate. About 
1-2% of people will have a 
false positive result. Meaning, 
the test is positive but they do 
not have syphilis. There are 
many possible causes, such as 
infection and autoimmune dis- 
ease, like lupus, but some peo- 
ple, particularly older people, 
will have a positive test for no 
identifiable reason. 

In your case, I am sure it 
is a false positive, but your 
doctor may do a more specific 
test, such as an FTA-ABS, to 
be 100% sure. You shouldn’t 
let it keep you awake at night.

to comprehensive health 
care coverage. Understand- 
ing that the pandemic has 
strained the health care safe- 
ty. net, the Senate secured 
over $1 billion in its budget 
to support vital mental and 
behavioral health initiatives 
while ensuring children and 
families continue to receive 
supports across the continu- 
um of services provided. 

In higher education, the 
budget allocates $571.2 
million for the University 
of Massachusetts, $321.7 
million for the fifteen com- 
munity colleges, and $298.1 
million for the nine state 
universities, and for early 
education services, it in- 
cludes $15 million for grants 
for the Head Start program. 

In addition to invest- 
ments that support an equi- 
table recovery and oppor- 
tunity for all, the Senate’s 
budget addresses the in- 
creasing costs of caregiving 
for low-income families by 
converting existing tax de- 
ductions for children under 
12, dependent adults and 
business-related dependent 
care expenses into refund- 
able tax credits. Coupled 
with the expanded Child 
Tax Credit and the Child 
and Dependent Care tax 
credits under the federal 


American Rescue Plan Act, 
the Senate’s child tax credit 
will help to lift 85,000 fami- 
lies out of poverty and sup- 
port low-income working 
parents. 

In the area of housing, 
the budget includes substan- 
tial funding for the Mas- 
sachusetts Rental Voucher 
Program (MRVP), for as- 
sistance to local housing 
authorities, for Residential 
Assistance for Families in 


Transition (RAFT), which 


is in addition to $350 mil- 
lion in federal emergency 
rental assistance, and for 
assistance for homeless in- 
dividuals. 

In taking a fiscally re- 
sponsible approach, — the 
Senate’s budget excludes 
the use of federal American 
Rescue Plan funds. “It is im- 
portant,” said Senator Keen- 
an, “that our budget can be 
sustained going forward, so 
we have not used one-time 
ARP funds, but rather will 
work in the coming months 
to develop a plan that puts 
those funds to their most 
effective and appropriate 
use.” 

During its budget debate, 
the Senate adopted mea- 
sures to address substance 
use, particularly amend- 
ments offered by Senator 
Keenan to address the rise 


of methamphetamine and 
other stimulants, and to ex- 
tend a program that provides 
residents with an easy and 
safe way to dispose of un- 
used drugs, such as opioids, 
to reduce the risk of distri- 
bution. 

“For many years, I have 
sought to increase aware- 
ness of and increase treat- 
ment options for those ad- 
dicted to substances,” said 
Keenan. “By studying the 
rapidly increasing use of 
methamphetamine and other 
stimulants in the Common- 
wealth, we will increase our 
capability to provide treat- 
ment to vulnerable indi- 
viduals. Extending the drug 
takeback program will help 
to keep unused drugs out of 
circulation.” 

Another amendment filed 
by Senator Keenan funds 
an extension of efforts that 
mitigate the impacts of the 
toxic polyfluoroalkyl sub- 
stances (PFAS), which can 
be found in water supplies 
and everyday items and is 
linked to cancer, immune 
system deficiencies, low fer- 
tility, and developmental is- 
sues in children and infants. 
The extension adopted by 
the Senate allows the De- 
partment of Environmental 
Protections to continue a 
vital sampling program and 
offer additional rounds of 


treatment design grants to 
municipalities. “This is a 
pressing issue in the com- 
munities I represent,” said 
Keenan, “as it is statewide, 
so I was pleased to see this 
amendment adopted.” 

Both the House and Sen- 
ate adopted language that 
creates an intern pipeline 
program in the State House 
for first generation students 
and _ traditionally _under- 
served populations. Sen. 
Keenan filed the amendment 
that the Senate adopted. 
“Our state government must 
work for everyone, and an 
intern pipeline program at 
the State House will help 
to bring in new talent with 
a diversity of ideas, skills, 
and lived experiences,” said 
Keenan. 

After the passage of the 
Senate budget, a six-mem- 
ber Conference Committee 
of members from the Sen- 
ate and House was formed 
to reconcile differences 
between the two budgets, 
with the goal of presenting 
to the Governor an agreed 
upon budget for Fiscal Year 
2022, which begins on July 
1, 2021.

Adams Library Plans Pass First Test

City councillors on Mon- 
day gave initial approval to 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s plan 
to acquire the Quincy Cen- 
ter properties that could one 
day be home to a presiden- 
tial library honoring John 
Adams. 

The council’s finance 
committee approved a $9 
million bond to acquire the 
Adams Academy at 8 Ad- 
ams St. and the properties 
next door at 24 and 26 Ad- 
ams St. The committee also 
approved an order to take 
all three parcels by eminent 
domain. Both items were 
approved in 8-1 votes, with 
Councillor Anne Mahoney 
opposed. 

The full council must 
still approve of those two 
items, which could happen 
as soon as next week. If ap- 
proved, the bond would be 
paid back using money from 
the Community Preserva- 
tion Account. 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, noted a de- 
veloper had previously 
proposed constructing a 
residential building at 24 
and 26 Adams St., which 
the administration believes 
would negatively impact the 
Adams Academy. 

“The mayor is in agree- 
ment that a development this 
close to the academy in that 
corridor would deter signifi- 
cantly from the prominence 
of the academy,” Walker 
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said. “The recommendation 
preserves the future .of the 
Adams Academy, and _ its 
ties to the city, and allows 
for the expansion of the role 
it currently plays relative to 
the city’s history.” 

Walker said there are no 
plans yet for the proposed 
library. 

“There is no plan as it ex- 
ists today for the presiden- 
tial library,” he said. “That 
is a massive undertaking. 
It is going to require most 
likely foundation money, 
state money, city money 
to some degree, federal 
money hopefully, but the 
opportunity presented itself 
to protect the corridor — to 
forestall this housing devel- 
opment right on top of the 
academy and to protect the 
academy as well.” 

While the city would use 
eminent domain to clear title 
to the properties at 24 and 
26 Adams St., James Mas- 
terman, an attorney for the 
city, said the city has agreed 
to pay the owner of those 
properties $6.7 million in 
compensation for the land. 

The remaining $2.3 mil- 
lion would be set aside for 
the taking of the Adams 
Academy. The ownership of 
the Adams Academy is cur- 
rently the subject of litiga- 
tion between the city and the 
Adams Temple and School 
Fund. The city has asserted 
it owns the parcel of land 
the academy is located on, 


while the trust owns the 
building itself. 

By using eminent do- 
main, Masterman said the 
city would clear title to the 
Adams Academy site and 
building. The fund’s trustee 
would have the option to go 
to court to seek additional 
compensation on top of the 
$2.3 million. 

“There will be no ques- 
tion about clear title — the 
city will have clear title to 
that property,” Masterman 
said. “But, as a result of 
the taking, the owner has a 
right to say that the amount 
of money that was paid for 
that property is not enough. 
They have a right to sue the 
city and seek a jury to de- 
termine full compensation. 
That could go on for several 
years.” 

Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy, whose district in- 
cludes that section of Adams 
Street, said he supported the 
concept of building the new 
library on site. 

“I thought it was a great 
idea for that parcel that is 
in Ward | and a great idea 
for Quincy Center going 
forward, to make a move 
to come up with a presiden- 
tial library and do the right 
thing,” McCarthy said. “Ku- 
dos to the administration for 
coming up with that idea.” 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Charles Phelan Jr. said 
the city should protect the 
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Adams Academy and the 
nearby corridor from devel- 
opment. 

“T do feel that the Adams 
Academy is a gem, a critical 
part of our downtown, a his- 
torical part that is just price- 
less,” Phelan said. “The 
options are letting it go and 
continuing to build mon- 
strous buildings all around 
it — I think this is a corridor 
that needs to be protected. It 
is part of our history — not 
just part of city history, but 
of state history and part of 
U.S. history.” 

Mahoney, who _ voted 
against both items, said the 
proposed bond is “basically 
bankrupting the CPA mon- 
ies” and stopping “anybody 
from doing anything in the 
city of Quincy using the 
CPA monies for historic 
Or Open space or anything 
else.” 

“T just think we are tak- 
ing a big, large leap with the 
CPA monies,” she said. 

Walker said the $9 mil- 
lion bond, which had been 
previously approved by 
the Community Preserva- 
tion Committee, would not 
bankrupt that account. 

“Under no circumstances 
will this recommendation 
from the CPC _ bankrupt 
the CPC monies,” he said. 
“There will be several hun- 
dred thousand dollars every 
year...for people to make 
requests of the CPC.”

how the Quincy Retirement 
Board, which operates inde- 
pendent of the city, would 
invest the $475 million if 
the bond were approved. 

In light of those con- 
cerns, Walker told council- 
lors at the start of Monday’s 
meeting the mayor would 
direct the board to invest the 
full amount of the bond in 
the Massachusetts Pension 
Reserves Investment Man- 
agement (PRIM) Board’s 
Pension Reserves Invest- 
ment Trust (PRIT) Fund. 
PRIM’s clients include Mas- 
sachusetts state employees, 
the Massachusetts Teachers’ 
Retirement System, and the 
Boston Teachers’ Union. 

“The PRIT, quite simply, 
is one of the best performing 
pension funds in the entire 
country,” Walker said, not- 
ing the fund includes more 
than $90 billion in assets. 

“The PRIT fund has 
consistently outperformed 
benchmarks for more than 
30 years. Last year, it gained 
more than 12 percent; that, 
in real dollars, was more 
than $10 billion.” 

Palmucci said he appre- 
ciated the work done by the 
Quincy Retirement Board 
but felt more comfortable 
that the money with be in- 
vested with PRIM. 

“I have the utmost con- 
fidence in PRIM,” he said. 
“T think it is the gold stan- 
dard.” 

Palmucci suggested 
amending the bond order 
to include language stating 
the money must be invested 
with PRIM. That amend- 
ment was approved without 
a vote. 

DiBona suggested an ad- 
ditional amendment later on 
during the meeting, which 
was likewise approved 
without a vote, limiting the 
life of the bond to no more 
than 20 years. DiBona said a 
30-year bond, which the ad- 
ministration had supported, 
would extend payments for 
unfunded pensions 14 years 
past the 2037 deadline. 

“You are essentially say- 
ing 14 more years of bond- 
ing down the road for the 
next group of councillors, 
the next mayor, the next 

constituents of the city,” he 
said. “The bond might out- 
live some of the folks here 
tonight.” 

Andronico had _ also 
raised concerns about us- 
ing a 30-year bond in part 
because of “the idea that the 
next generation is going to 
pick up the tab for this.” 

“This happens at local 
government, it happens in 
state government and it hap- 
pens at the federal level, 
which is we just kick the 


can down the road again,” 
he said. “That is not to say 
that it is the fault of this ad- 
ministration. It is the fault 
of previous decades of work 
from the ‘60s leading on af- 
ter.” 

Francesco Daniele, a rep- 
resentative from PRIM, was 
in attendance Monday to a 
give a presentation about 
the fund and answer coun- 
cillors’ questions. 

Cain, who voted against 
the bond, noted the city 
would need a rate of return 
of 7.25 percent on its in- 
vestment each year to avoid 
creating additional unfund- 
ed liabilities if the bond 
passes. Daniele’s presenta- 
tion, however, referenced 
a 6.8 percent annual rate of 
return over 30 years, Cain 
noted; Daniele said that rate 
of returned was based on a 
passive rather than active 
approach to asset manage- 
ment. 

Cain said he understood 
Daniele could not predict 
the future but called the 
proposition of taking out 
a bond to cover unfunded 
pension liabilities risky. 

*This is a risky endeavor. 

We are floating a $475 mil- 
lion bond to place with you,” 
Cain said. “Our threshold 
return requirements are 7.25 
percent, which are not out- 
lined in this presentation.” 

Cain asked Daniele if 
PRIM had worked with any 
other community that had 
pursued a pension obliga- 
tion bond. Daniele answered 
that he could not say wheth- 
er or not PRIM had done so. 

“I wouldn’t know if they 
did send us pension obliga- 
tion funds or if they didn’t,” 
Daniele said. “I wouldn't 
know.” 

Liang, who also voted 
against the proposal, said 
she appreciated the work the 
administration put into the 
proposal but could not vote 
in favor because of the risk 
that the investments might 
not generate the necessary 
return. 

“T think this is actually an 
extremely creative, brilliant 
way to approach a problem 
that sits in front of us. I just 
can’t get myself past the 
risk that comes with that,” 
She said. 

Walker said the risk that 
the investments underper- 
form exists whether or not 
the pension bond were ap- 
proved. 

“The risk that everyone 
has raised, individually 
and as a group, is largely 
the risk that exists whether 
we do nothing or whether 
we do this, but without the 
upside,” of a lower interest 
rate and budget flexibility, 
he said.
